First Aid classes will again be 
conducted throughout the county 
of Vulcan during the coming win¬ 
ter months. Five instructors in Sir. 
John’* Ambulance First Aid are 
now available, these being Mrs. 
Mabel Rea, Charles Budd, Jean 
Moyer and J. Lundy Findlay, all 
of Vulcan and W. H. Mullinger of 
Champion. While it will be the 
senior tfrst aid course which will 
be taught, which is designed for 
adults, all Scouts, Guides, etc., 16 
years of age and over will be wel¬ 
come. Classes will be taught two 
nights a week in each community 
and last for four weeks, including 
the examinations. It is hoped to 
get the first two or three classes 
started early in October. 

All classes will be sponsored by 
the Vulcan Civil Defence Unit, 
which comprises the County of 
Vulcan No. 2, the town of Vulcan 
and the villages of Carmangay, 
Champion, Lomond, Milo and Ar- 
rowwood. The enrollment fee of 
$2 which includes the First Aid 
text book and practice. bandage 
will be refunded at the completion 
of the course to those enrolled in 
Civil Defence. Classes will be held 
In the school, unless otherwise 


notified. 

Enrollments will be made in 
each community with a minimum 
requirement of 20 adults register¬ 
ed. Enrollments may be made at

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So Its Not Perfect 

The Financial Post, that stalwart defender of 
“free enterprise” in the centre of Canada’s industrial 
empire, regularly, concerns itself with “compulsory” 
marketing schemes. Particularly wheat. 

Says the Post: “Perhaps the air is clearer on 
the high ranges of Western Canada where the cattle 
are raised than down on the plains where the wheat 
is grown. At any rate, cattlemen have protested vig¬ 
orously against their inclusion in any compulsory farm 
marketing schemes as have long applied to wheat.” 

For the information of the Post, cattle are raised 
right on the plains alongside the wheat. In spite of 
similar climate, marketing conditions for these two 
products never were the same nor on the same basis. 
The Post intimates that cattlemen have marketed their 
livestock steadily and profitably, most of the time, 
and with a minimum government interference. In con¬ 
trast wheat farmers have been “up to their necks” in 
compulsory marketing. 

Western Canadian farmers for the most part will 
freely admit faults of the Wheat Board—and every¬ 
one, except out-and-out socialists, do not like such 
regulation and rigid controls. 

But what in heaven’s name would have happened 
to the welfare -of the Canadian farmer had there been 
no board? A return to the “free market” system of 
the grain exchange would have ruined every wheat 
farmer in Canada. Of course the present Wheat Board 
is not the best system to market grain, but we feel 
certain farmers of Canada will “ride along with it” 
until a better method is found! 

A high level of prosperity and increased popula¬ 
tion has created in Canada a nation of meat eaters. 
Consumption of meat is at an all time high and there 
** is little worry over general market for livestock. There 
was a big howl among cattle-men a few years to “open 
the American market.” This market is “open” now but 
is neither needed nor used. Particularly when Ameri¬ 
can buyers must pay the premium on Canadain cur¬ 
rency amounting to $9 on a $175 beef critter. 

On the other hand consumption of bread remains . 
almost in the same proportion to population. Bread is 
the subsistence food—not meat. Hungry nations buy 
wheat when they can afford it. 

Bread is for the poor; only the rich eat meat.

PROTECT STORED GRAIN 

Occasionally throughout the year 
we hear reports of grain stored on 


difficult, especially under severe 
blizzard conditions. This means 
that grain storage must be checked 
after winter storms. This is really 
important in Southern Alberta 
where warm Chinook winds can 
raise temperatures very quickly. 

Sanitation is a very important 
factor in preventing insects from 


farms going out of condi t ion. This infesting stored grain. Which 
often represents a loss of several means that granaries should be 
thousand dollars to the individual thoroughly cleaned out before 


concerned, and usually is prevent¬ 
able by taking a few precautions. 
The initial action to prevent spoil¬ 
age of stored grain should be 
taken before the grain is placed in 
the granary. 

Over the last few years when 
farmers have been required to 
store considerable amounts of 
grain on their farms, a good clean¬ 
ing and disinfection of granaries is 
a practise that pays very well for 
the amount of work and expense 
involved. The granary yard should 
be kept as neat and tidy as pos¬ 
sible. Piles of spilled grain that 
have been left to spoil may serve 
as breeding places for stored grain 
insects. These insects will readily 
move from an Outside pile into a 
granary. After the harvest season 
a special effort should be made to 
remove all spilled grain, and other 
debris from the granary yard. 

Before grain is placed in a stor¬ 
age building^. special attention 
should be given to see that leaky 
roofs, doors, windows, etc., are re¬ 
paired to keep out rain and snow. 
Any experienced farmer knows 
that keeping out snow is very 


grain is placed in them. When the 
granary is being prepared to re¬ 
ceive the new crop a small amount 
of hydrated lime should be sprinkl¬ 
ed over the floor and swept into 
the cracks. The wails should be 
sprayed with two percent Pyren- 
one, or a one percent lindane solu¬ 
tion at the rate of one gallon per 
1000 square feet, there are other 
chemicals that will do equally well. 
If at all possible granaries should 
not be filled much above the plate, 
as some space is required for venti¬ 
lation. • ■ ■■> , 

Most instances of grain spoilage 
during storage that have been 
brought to our attention, has taken 
place in granaries or sheds with 
concrete floors. Concrete floors 
seem to attrai-t moisture, or cause 
moisture to condense resulting in 
spoilage. A granary with a wooden 
floor, above ground has been found 
to be the most satisfactory. 

No matter how grain is stored 
it is a good idea to check periodi¬ 
cally for be»tles, mites and spoil¬ 
age. Failure to check may mean 
the loss of income of a.year’s hard 
work. It is good business to protect 
what you have.
